2 Bodies Found, 2 Men Hurt;

The charge grew out of 
an alleged attack by Robertson on 
‘Trout on the latter’s farm the night of 
March 11 last. Trout charged Robert- 
s0n with beating him over the head 
with a pistol after Robertson is alleged 
to have fired a shot ‘at Trout at close 
range during an altercation.

The stories told police by Trout and 

Robertson concerning the altercation at 
Trout’s farm the night of March 11 are 
conflicting.

“It 
had rained all that evening and when 
my daughter and her husband left for 
their home, about 8 o’clock, I took a 
lantern and went outside to see that 
the cellar trap door was closed.”

“During the 
scuffling the gun went off, but the 
bullet missed me. The next thing I 
knew Robertson was hitting me over 
the head with some blunt instrument 
which I belleved was the pistol. I was 
struck many times and my head cut 
open. When I shouted for help, Rob- 
ertson left me, Jumped over the front 
fence and disappeared.” 

Trout told police he knew of no rea- 
son for the alleged attack on him. “I 
have known Robertson for a long time 
and never had any trouble with him,” 
Trout said. 

Robertson, however, told police he 
went to Trout’s home to collect a debt 
owed him amounting to $200. Robert- 
son said he became involved in an 
arg:'ment with Trout and that the lat- 
ter pulled a gun on him. Robertson 
sai. i.c took the pistol away from Trout 
and ‘urned it over to police at Be- 
thesda, When police asked Robertson if 
he had a pistol he said “Yes” and 
turned over to them an automatic pis- 
tol of the same make and caliber as the 
gun he declares he took from Trout,

When police went to Robertson's home 
the. next day to serve a warrant on him 
charging him with assault on Trout 
they saw a typewriter in his home. Po- 
lice investigated, with the result that 
Robertson was charged with the murder 
of Mills. 

Mrs. Robertson, in offering an alibi 
for her husband, declared she found 
him asleep in his bed at 8 o’clock the 
morning of the Mills murder. Mills 
was killed at 5 o’clock in the morning. 

Police Chief Alvie Moxley, Sergt. Le- 
Roy Rogers and Policeman W. H. Mer- 
son, who arrested Robertson, declared 
yesterday that Robertson’s arrest on the 
murder charge was a direct result of 
tireless investigation of the case by Po- 
liceman Roy Bodmer. 

The Mills murder caused a sensation 
in Montgomery County. Feeling ran so 
high among the residents in the county 
police believed the citizens would re-

caught. 

Mills, a 45-year-old dairy farmer, was 
shot to death by a man who confronted 
him on the farm while in search of a 
horse. 

Miles Saw Employer Killed. 
Clarence Miles, farmhand, told police 
he was standing near a barn, a short 
distance away from the scene of the 
killing, when he heard his employer and 
the slayer conversing. Almost immedt- 
ately the “stranger” began firing. With 
the first shot, Miles ran to the farm- 
house to summon aid. When he re- 
turned with Mrs. Bertha Mills, the mur- 
dered man’s wife and her daughter, 
Dorothy, Mills was dead and the slayet 
had vanished. 

Before departing, the slayer had pin- 
ned a note on Mills’ shirt. The note 
accused Mills of intimate relations with 
a married woman, whose name was not 
mentioned. The note was written in 
the nature of a confession and police 
believe Mills was killed when he refused 
to accede to the slayer’s demands that 
Mills sign it. 

More than a score of persons, includ- 
ing relatives of the dead man, were 
questioned by police, but none were 
able to throw light on the identity of 
the slayer. Miles, who witnessed the 
murder, told police the slayer was a 
man of medium height and build and 
wore black trousers, a black shirt with 
white buttons and was coatless.

Mr. Smiddy said he took the oppor- 
tunity of the long distance telephone 
call to congratulate the Irish major on 
the success of the flight and requested 
him to convey his congratulations to 
Baron Huenefeld and Capt. Koehl, the 
German members of the transatlantic 
crew, 

Smiddy Sends an Aid. 


James McNamee, personal representa- 
tive of Mr. Smiddy left New York to- 
night for Murray Bay. He plans to 
make connections Montreal with the 
train that is to egrry repair parts for 
the Bremen to Murray Bay and 4&0 ar- 
rive there in time to meet Maj. Fitz- 
maurice before he takes off on the 


return flight to Greenly Island. 

Grover Whalen, chairman of the 
mayor’s committee on reception to 
distinguished guests, also announced 
he had received a telegram from Ma]. 
Fitzmaurice stating he was en route to 
Murray Bay, Quebec and planned to 
return to Greenly Isiand with repairs 
for the monoplane bremen.

Melchor at Curtiss Field. 

Curtiss Field, N. Y., April 18 (A.P.). 
Fred Melchor, Junkers pilot, landed 
here tonight in the F-13, sister ship ot 
the transatlantic Bremen, three hours 
and one minute after he had taken off 
from Montreal. With him was Erhardt 
Junkers, son of the head of the Junkers 
Airplane Company. 

As soon as the ship was down Mel- 
chor gave orders for removal of her 
propeller, which he said he would ship 
tonight by train to Murray Bay. 

He came back to the field, he said, be- 
cause the Curtiss Airplane Co., which is 
making a new propeller to replace the 
damaged blade of the Bre nen, needed a 
Junkers motor on which to fit the pro- 
peller hub. 

Melchor said he expected the new 
gear would be completed and fitted to- 
morrow and that he would take the air 
again in the F-13 on Friday for a re- 
turn flight to Montreal. 

He did not take the plane to Murray 
Bay on the first trip, he explained, be- 
cause the landing field there was re- 

orted to be in such condition that a 
anding might have been dangerous, 

J. Otto Scherer, Junkers engineer, said 
he would leave tonight for Montreal, 
taking with him the demounted pro- 
peller of the F-13. From. there he will 
continue to Murray Bay, whence the 
propeller will be taken by airplane to 
Greenly Island. Scherer also said he hac 
ordered 150 gallons of benzol to be made 
available at Montreal for shipment to 
Murray Bay and subsequent air trans 
portation to the disabled Bremen. The 
transatlantic plane can not operate on 
commercial gasoline. 

Murray Bay Reached. 

Murray Bay, Que., April 18 (By the 
Canadian Press)—-Maj. James Fitzmau- 
rice, of the Bremen’s crew, landed here 
at 2:27 o'clock in the Canadian airways 
plane piloted by A. C. Schiller.

The 
plane, piloted by R. Vaonon and carry- 
ing a Canadian press reporter and cam- 
eraman, left Seven Islands this morn- 
ing and flew the 400 miles to Greenly 
Island in five hours.

PORTER BILL LIMITS 
“CAREER MEN” IN CITY 


Creates Three Undersecre- 
taries at $13,500 Salary; 
Six Assistants. 


(Associated Press.) 

A bill to place a material check upon 
the number of “career’’ men in the 
foreign service who may be assigned 
to executive positions in the State De- 
partment was introduced yesterday by 
Chairman Porter, of the House foreign 
affairs committee. The measure would 
increase from one to two the number 
of Undersecretaries o. State and from 
four to six the number of Assistant 
Secretaries of State. It also would 
provide that of these eight officers, 
only three could be from the foreign 
service. 

The three appointees from the for- 
elgn service then would be ineligible 
for appointment to any diplomatic or 
consular office except that of ambas- 
sador. The salaries of the undersecre- 
taries would be increased from 87,500 
to $13,500 and those of the Assistant 
Secretaries of State from $87,500 ft» 
$12,000. 

In addition, an advisory council 
would be created in the State Depart- 
ment to be composed of the Secretary. 
the Undersecretaries, the Assistant Sec- 
retaries and, at the discretion of the 
Secretary of State, the chairman and 
ranking Democratic members of the 
Senate foreign relations committee and 
the House foreign affairs committee.

LEARNED ATTACKS 
PATTERN’ SYSTEM 
N CITY'S SCHOOLS 


Defends Gifts of Equipment 
by Parents as Producing 
More Individualism. 


“DEMOCRATIC” METHOD 
UPHELD BY CARUSI 


Whole Subject Is Debated by 
Board, but No Change in 
Policy Is Considered. 


> 


Board of Education members yester- 
Gay were warned of the danger of Wash- 
ington schools becoming “‘a systematized 
machine, turning out students after a 
standardized pattern,” in the course of 
a discussion concerning the board's 
policy of accepting gifts of equipment 
from interested Parent-Teacher organi- 
zations. 

This possibility was pictured by Dr 
H Barrett Learned, who spoke in de- 
fense of the variation in school equip- 
ment made possible by gifts of neigh- 
borhood associations He replied to 
Chairman Charles F. Carusi’s advocacy 
of a “democratic” system, which would 
preclude “magnificently equipped 
schools in wealthy sections and meag- 
erly equipped ones in poor neighbor- 
hoods.” 

Dr. Learned argued that the question 
was entirely one of taste and not of 
wealth. 

“I want to see some life in our 
schools,” he said. “I don’t see, for ex- 
ample, why a cheap piano should be 
put in a school building when there Is 
an organization willing to give it a bet- 
ter one. Cultivation counts in this 
world just the same as money. This 
constant effort to lay stress on money 
differences makes me weary.” 


Criticizes Pi rental Interference, 


Chairman Carusi said he saw no ob- 
jection to standardization of the “uten- 
sils” of education. The same equip- 
ment should be furnished to all chil- 
dren, at public expense, he argued. The 
trouble is, he saiu, that parents want 
“private public schools,” and want to 
run the schools their children attend 

Superintendent of Schools Frank W. 
Ballo. Joined the discussion long 
enoug! to voice a denial that Washing- 
ton schools are showing tendencies 
toward “standardization.” 

“We are not trying to make every 
school building just like every other 
school building,” he said, “and we are 
not trying to turn out a standardized 
student product. We are not trying to 
make them all alike, but are trying to 
make the. most of each individual 
student.” 

Henry Gilligan ventured that inas- 
much as he had heard “it said” that 
certain Washington high school grad- 
uates “didn’t know anything but fig- 
ures,” it wouldn't be amiss to give 
Standardized education in the “three 
R's.” 

Ballou replied that there never was a 
time when local high school graduates 
were better equipped in the three sub- 
jects. 

Policy Remains Unchanged, 


The discussion passed without any 
action as to policy being taken by the 
board in the matter. The question of 
gifts has long been a bone of conten- 
tion among the members, but was 
seemingly solved several months ago 
when it was decided that in general 
all gifts would be accepted that in- 
volved no expense of upkeep. 

Twelve recommendations were adopt- 
ed designed to carry out suggestions 
made by the fire marshal, following his 
annual inspection of schools. The 
municipal architect was requested to 
furnish estimates on the cost of in- 
stalling electric fire alarm systems in 
schools of the city and the electrical 
engineer asked to give estimates on 
cost of installing fire alarm boxes 

The board directed its committee on 
finance to consider inclusion of an 
item of $30,000 for replacement of ex- 
isting fire escapes in the 1930 budget 
It was further asked to consider inclu- 
sion of an item of $20,000 for improve- 
ment of fire exits and fire escapes in 
sixteen buildings.

Other changes in the House bill voted 
yesterday by the’ Senate committee in- 
cluded a reduction in rates on circular 
letters in third class mail] from 114 cent 
to 1 cent, and removal of all service 
charges on parcel post deliveries. 

Senator McKellar (Democrat), Ten- 
nessee, led the successful fight for a 
further cut in the second class rates 
than was voted by the House This 
controversy has been the battleground 
cf postal revision legislation for several 
years, with the newspaper publishers 
contending for the 1920 schedule.

Tais was in accordance 
with the President’s usual custom at 
grand operas. 


High Light of Season. 


Diplomatic, official and residential 
circles were well represented in the 
brilliant audience, which gave quite a 
metropolitan air to the opera scene, the 
high light of the musical season in an 
operatic way beyond any doubt. 

The personnel of those in the audl- 
ence, particularly in the boxes, was a 
veritable Who’s Who In Washington so0- 
ciety and dinner parties galore pre- 
ceded the performance which began 
sharply at 8 o’clock upon the arrival of 
President and Mrs. Coolidge. 

It was Rosa Ponselle from the be- 
ginning of the opera to the end of it. 
Her voice with its tone and qualities 
of operatic interpretation and her radi- 
ant personality dominated the opera, 
\‘hich is more of a woman’s opera than 
most of the others, most of the arias 


sand duets and even trios being cast for 


women’s voices. 

Rosa Ponselle ts not only a great 
prima donna but she is a great actress 
as well. The mantles of Duse and 
Bernhardt have fallen upon her youth- 
ul shoulders. She is capable of por- 
traying the heights as well as the 
depths of human emotion. Into her 
singing voice she can throw the 
poignant note of tragedy that the great 
actresses put into their speaking voice. 


Suited to Leading Role, 


The part of Norma was suited to the 
commanding personality and statuesque 
beauty of Mme. Ponselle. Unlike many 
prima donnas she was quite within 
th picture of the opera heroine she 
was picturing, mhuch to the delight of 
those who appreciate artistic sychroni- 
gation of personality and role. 

One of the features of Mme. Pon- 
gelle’s singing is her perfect trill true 
as a bird’s call and as easily produced. 
Again and again it was used last night 
and in some of her climaxes her voice 
rose unfaltering into that realm of the 
upper register wherein only can dwell 
the true coloratura soprano. 

The prima donna singing in her 
native Italian, was, of course, impecca- 
ble in diction and finished in her man- 
mer of presentation of vocal passages 
of special beauty.

cross the ocean with comparative advantage 
as. passenger apd mail carriers, and with 
greater assurance of safe arrival. Oceanic 
storms will take their toll of any contrivance 
in'the air, but steady progress is noted in the 
construction of dirigibles, with the prospect 
that vessels will be developed that will be 
capable of resisting anything less than hurri- 
canes and even making headway against them. 
“Germany and England are a step ahead of 
tha United States in the construction of 
dirigibles intended for ocean flights. Before 
many weeks it is probable that a German and 
an English dirigible will reach the United 
States, both of-them designed as the forerun- 
nérs of air fleets that will regularly carry mails 
aid passengers. The United States wili be 
asked to assist those enterprises by giving gen- 
erous mail contracts to the dirigibles. It 
‘should be borne in mind, however, that those 
vessels will be auxiliary warcraft, subject to 
the requisition of their respective governments 
when needed. Thus the question will be raised 
as to whether it is wise for the United States to 
grant indirect subsidies to the upbuilding of 
foreign air forces. At any rate, the demand for 
construction of American dirigibles will be in- 
creased as soon as foreign airships begin to 
cross the Atlantic on regular routes.

Senators McKellar and Phipps 
seized upou the opportunity to complain 
ugainst the high cost of books. Senator Phipps 
said that prices recé@ived for printed volumes 
were exorbitant. Senator McKellar said he 
had found that “novels worth two bits could 
not be bought for less than $2. Spokesmen for 
the association, however, denied the charge 
that publishers were in a combination to hold 
up prices. The publishing business, they said, 
shows a return of less than 7 per cent on its 
turnover. 

Seven per cent is not an exorbitant return. 
if this figure can be substantiated it consti- 
tutes proof enough that the publishing tusi- 
ness is operating as economically as might be 
expected. Yet the charges preferred by the 
senators on the surface appear to be well 
grounded. There is not $2 worth of work- 
manship and material contained in the average 
$2 volume, 

The cost of printing a book, however, con- 
stitutes only a fraction of the publisher’s ex- 
pense. Publishing always has been and always 
will be a gamble. No man, no matter how 
shrewd and competent, is able to say definitely 
that this volume or that will catch public 
fancy. Every publisher is stuck at the end of a 
year with a number of white elephant volumes 
that are not worth the paper upon which they 
are priuted. Their cost must be carried by 
volumes that prove profitable. 

On the other hand there is a public demand 
for cheap books. ‘Those who have been ex- 
perimenting with mass production and the 
widespread sale of volumes priced at from 6 
cents to $1 have found that the methods long 
since adopted by the automobile industry pay 
dividends when applied to publishing. Old-line 
publishers have followed these experimental 
ventures carefully. They may find it advan- 
tageous to follow suit.

“ALICE IN WONDERLAND.” 


The highest price paid at auction for a book 
in Great Britain until a few days ago was 
£15,100. that being the figure at which a little 
Shas«espeare volume was knocked down at the 
Britwell sale in December, 1919. Enormous 
as that price is, it was beaten by £300 during 
the present month, when the original manu- 
script of ‘“‘Alice’s Adventures in Wonderland” 
was sold for £15,400, or $77,000. The scene 
Sotheby’s large room was 
densely crowded and among those present, was 
Mrs. Alice P. Hargreaves, the owner of the 
manuscript for the delectation of whose child- 
hood the quaintly imaginative story was writ- 
ten and finished 65 years ago. Speculation 
had been rife about the price and all sorts of

The manuscript which fetched a price so 
sensational is in 92 pages, 7% inches by 4% 
inches, each page containing about 240 words. 
[t was written between July, 1862, and Febru- 
ary, 1863, for Alice Pleasance Liddell. It was 
printed at Oxford in 1865 and the first edition 
is now 80 rare that a copy of it, presented and 
inscribed to Mrs. Craik, author of “John Hali- 
fax, Gentleman,”’ was sold the same day at the 
same auction for £5,000, also to Dr. Rosen 
bach. The manuscript has an_ illuminated 
title and dedication and 3 pen-and-ink 
sketches by the author, Rev. C. L. Dodgson 
(‘‘Lewis Carroll’’), with a photograph of 
“Alice,” taken by the author, pasted at the 
foot of the last page. With the manuscript 
there also went six autograph letters from the 
author, written in 1885, 

At first not particularly successful, ‘‘Alice’s 
Adventures in Wonderland” gradually grew 
into favor until it became one of the best 
known and best liked 
world. Its popularity was so great that it 
was translated into French, German and 
Italian. It has delighted generation after 
reneration of children, nor are the grown-ups 
immune to its charms, Its contents are truly 
wonderful. but perhaps the most wonderfu! 
thing about the book is the price which its 
manuscript realized. 


INTERSTATE COMMERCE POWERS. 
The situation in the bituminous coal tields 
with respect to lake cargo coal is right back 
where it started a decade ago, when this issue 


between the Southern and Northern’coal fields 
arose. The Supreme Court of the United 
States refused this week. to stay the decree Oo} 
the Federal court in the Southern District o! 
West Virginia, by which the Interstate Com 
merce Commission was enjoined from the en 
forcement of an ordér forbidding a reduction 
by Southern roads In the rates on lake cargo 
coal. Thus the Pennsylvania and Ohio coal 
fields are deprived of the benefit of the differ 
ential granted them by the commission, 

The lake cargo case is now being fought on 
three fronts. The problem was originally one 
that concerned only the coal interests and the 
interstate Commerce Commission. It Was 
dragged into Congress at the time of the nomi- 
nation of Cyrus Woods for a place upon the 
commission. It has stayed there ever since, 
and resulted in the refusal of the Senate to 
confirm John J. Esch, a capable and houest 
public servant. Now it has become a matter 
of Federal court jurisdiction, and there is no 
telling what further complications may de- 
velop. 

One phase of the decision by the West Vir- 
ginia court, which the Supreme Court refused 
to interfere with, is extremely important. The 
court held that the Hoch-Smith resolution was 
not “intended to confer’? upon the Interstate 
Commerce Commission the power to take into 
consideration, while fixing rates, economic coun- 
ditions in industry. It was by virtue of the 
powers granted under the Hoch-Smitbh resolu: 
tion that the commission ruled in favor of the 
Penusylvania agd Ohio fields in the present 
dispute. If the opinion of the lower court is 
upheld in a further and more detailed review of 


the case,.it means that the commission will be | 


limited as it was formerly in its rate. making 
powers and without the authority to base its 
conclusions on general conditions. 

The cominission will be further embarrassed 
in its Operations, if the lower court is upheld 
in its opinion that it can not-prevent reductions 
rates as wel] as increases. It will be im 
possible for the commission under such an 
interpretation to establish stable rate stan. 
dards, for it will Always be possible as in this 
case, for protestants to destroy the vaijue of 
any rate fixed, by making voluntary reductions. 
lt is apparent. that the present decision has a 
vital bearing on the future of the Interstate 
Commerce Commission, and further court de- 
cisions will be eagerly awaited.

A GUARD AGAINST HARD TIMES. 


Periods of depression do not, as a rule, give 
warning plain enough for all to read. Condi- 
tions reach an acute stage before public atten- 
tion is centered upon them. Remedial efforts, 


then, can not,be put into effect quickly enough 
to assist the needy, for such times are, as a 
rule, short lived. While they last they cause 
much suffering which both governmental and 
private agencies would gladly alleviate. 

Legislation has just been offered 
Senate to meet this condition. The purpose 
of the “prosperity reserve” bill, introduced by 
Senator Jones, of Washington, and approved 
by the Senate commerce committee, is to au- 
thorize construction work that may be begun 
as soon as there is a drop in business condi 
tions throughout the United States. The ex. 
penditure of $140,000,000 is provided for in 
the bill, to be used on necessary public works 
The appropriations can not be made “until 
such time as the President finds and com- 
municates to Congress that the volume, based 
upon value, of contracts awarded for con: 
struction work in the United States has fallen 
10 per cent for a three-month period below 
the average of the three-month periods of the 
preceding three years.” 

The public works embraced in the bill are 
highways, river and harbor work, flood con- 
trol ‘measures and public buildings. All of 
these are necessary governmental enterprises 
upon which men could be put to work in slack 
times. Heretofore the Government has made 
no provision in good times for evil days. The 
Jones bill provides adequate and necessary in- 
surance against the dangers of depression. 
It is a practi¢tal measure that can, do much 
good and can hardly be abused. It merits 
congressional approval.

The Unitea States and Cuba stand In 
a natural complementary economic re- 
lation. The same is true of a large 
part of Latin America and the United 
States. Trade will become increasingly 
cumplementary as natural development 
projects in the Latin American coun- 
tries carried on by friendly capital with 
mutual profits. Increased community 
purchasing power and more effective 
community production within a coun- 
try increases the prosperity of that 
country.

night. He will retain his present post 
of head football coach. 

McAuliffe, a former Dartmouth grad- 
uate and football star, succeeds Charles 

» Moran, who, in the capacities of ath- 
letic director and baseball coach, has 
been associated with the athletics of 
Catholic University for the past six- 
teen yeers. 

Moran came to the Brookland insti- 
tution as basebal] coach in 1918 and 
a few years later was made athletic di- 
rector, in which position he will re- 
main until the end of the present base- 
ball season. 


The quality of play of the Cardi- 
nal Teams during the past dec- 
ade ranks Moran among the best 
coliege coaches of the day. His 
teams of 1914 and 1915, and tater 
of 1920 and 1921, were considered 
among the fastest in Eastern col- 
legiate ranks and stand out as the 
most highly developed of Catholic 
UL. nines. 


In recent years the Brookland coach 
has been handicapped considerably by 
lack of material. Moran plans to re» 
main in the coaching profession and 
has already received several offers, but 
Will make no final décisions until the 
fall. He nas been employed as a scout 
by the Detroit. American League club 
fo* many ycars. 

The appointment of Coach McAuliffe 
to his new post marks the advent of a 
ew athletic policy at Catholic Univer- 
eiiy. The duties, as stipulated by the 
board of trustees. whose function wil) 
be purely advisory, will make him re- 
sponsible for all major and minor 
s°orts, the appointment of coaches, su- 
pervision of all athletics in generat, 
and their finances. 


Compulsory gymnasium exercises 
will be offered for freshmen, while 
classes will be formed also for up- 
per classr nas well as ecclesiasti- 
tal students. A new department 
of hygiene lectures will be offered 
to all students. 


The coaches who will assist McAu- 
life will be Frederick J. Rice, who has 
coached varsity basketball for the past 
fourteen years: Dorsey Griffith, re- 
cently appointed track ccich; Theodore 
Mitchell, boxing instructor: John R. 
Daly, freshman basketball; Mark Coles, 
varsity ewimming; Edmund Le Fond. 
assistant football coach to McAuliffe, 
and John J. Clarke, varsity baseball.

Center Market Will Remain as 


Present Site That Long, 
Officials Believe. 


REMOVAL IS TO WAIT 
ON BUILDING PROGRESS 


Announcement Says All Civic 
and Other Bodies Will Be 
Heard on Various Sites. 


Realizing it has taken more than @ 
year and a half to settle relocation of 
the Farmers’ Market, which had to 


make way for the future Internal Reve- 


nue unit in the Federal building pro- 
gram for the triangie north of the 
Mall, the Public Buildings Commission 
announced yesterday, it is going to give 
ample time for various civic, commer- 
cial and governmental bodies to decide 
where Center or Retail Market will be 
relocated. 

For this reason, it was announced by 
members of the commission, that al- 
though the resolution for abandonment 
of the present Center Market site to 
make way for the Department of Jus- 
tice unit of the building program after 
January, 1929, had been reported 
favorabiy to the Senate, and probably 
would be acted on at this session of 
Congress, it will be two years or per- 
haps longer before the commission is 
ready to face the fight. 


Ample Notice Given, 


‘his length of time is deemed ample 
by members of the commission to al- 
low interested parties to determine on 
the next site for Center Market. Ac- 
cording to present plans, there is no 
intention of disturbing the market site 
until building operations make its re- 
moval necessary. 

It is very probable that this year’s 
operations will not progress beyond the 
new Department of Commerce and De- 
partment of Agriculture extension 
work. The resolution was put forward 
solely for the purpose of giving market 
dealers ample notice of Federal build- 
ing plans. 


Reservation for Plaza. 


Under the original building plan for 
the triangle, the Department of Jus- 
tice structure was to have been located 
between Pennsylvania avenue, Fif- 
teenth, Fourteenth and D streets, but 
when a traffic congestion situation pre- 
dicted for this locality as a result of 
centralization of some 20,000 Federal 
workers with at least 4,000 autos in 
the triangle buildings was considered 
by the Public Buildings and National 
Capital Park and Planning Commis- 
sion, it was decided to move the Jus- 
tice building further east to the Center 
Market site, and leave the original site 
open as a plaza to widen the intersec- 
tion of Fifteenth street and Pennsyl- 
vania avenue. 

Unlike. the situation in the case of 
the Farmers Market where the National 
Capital Park and Planning Commission 
and the District Commissioners con- 
ferred with Congress and interested 
unofficial groups regarding relocation, 
a new site for the Center Market will 
be subject for consideration by the 
Department of Agriculture, unofficial 
interested groups and Congress,
